Corporations and Associations – Limited Liability Act – Revisions 2 

 

FOR the purpose of establishing that certain statutory provisions relating to limited 3 

liability companies apply unless otherwise agreed on in the limited liability 4 

company’s articles of organization, in the operating agreement, or by unanimous 5 

consent; repealing the requirement that the purposes for which a limited 6 

liability company is formed be set forth in the articles of organization; altering 7 

the requirements for a certain resident agent; authorizing the conversion of a 8 

partnership to a limited liability company to be abandoned by a certain vote or 9 

agreement; repealing provisions relating to a member’s authority regarding 10 

abandoning the business; authorizing an operating agreement to contain 11 

procedures related to meetings and voting; prohibiting a member from taking 12 

certain actions without the consent of certain members holding at least a 13 

certain amount of the interest in profits of a limited liability company; 14 

prohibiting a member from taking certain actions without the unanimous 15 

consent of the members; authorizing a meeting of the members to be called by 16 

written request of certain members holding a certain amount of the interests in 17 

the profits of a limited liability company; authorizing members of a limited 18 

liability company to participate in a meeting by certain means of 19 

communication if certain requirements are met; authorizing electronic 20 

transmission of certain required notices, consents, or communications; 21 

authorizing a member to use certain means to authorize a certain person to act 22 

as a proxy; providing that a certain proxy is revocable under certain 23 

circumstances; clarifying certain standards governing the right to inspect and 24 

copy certain records; authorizing a limited liability company to keep certain 25 
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information confidential for a certain time period, unless a certain agreement is 1 

executed; requiring a demand for certain protected information to be in writing 2 

and state the purpose of the demand; clarifying that only a certain economic 3 

interest may be assigned; clarifying that a certain assignment of an economic 4 

interest does not include the exercise of certain noneconomic interests; 5 

providing that assignment of all of a certain economic interest in a limited 6 

liability company forfeits certain noneconomic interests; providing that the 7 

pledge or grant of a security interest, lien, or encumbrance in or against a 8 

member’s economic interest does not affect a member’s noneconomic interest; 9 

authorizing a member to withdraw from a limited liability company prior to the 10 

dissolution and winding up of the limited liability company by giving a certain 11 

notice; authorizing the operating agreement to provide that a member may not 12 

withdraw or place certain limits on the ability of a member to withdraw; 13 

providing that assignment of all of a certain economic interest in a limited 14 

liability company causes a person to no longer be a member of the limited 15 

liability company; providing that a charging order applies to a certain economic 16 

interest of a certain debtor and only requires the limited liability company to 17 

pay to a certain creditor certain distributions; providing that a certain  18 

noneconomic interest of a certain debtor is not subject to a charging order; 19 

altering the circumstances under which a foreclosure of certain economic 20 

interests may be ordered; authorizing certain members to consent to the 21 

redemption of an economic interest with certain property before a foreclosure; 22 

repealing the requirement of unanimous consent for abandoning a certain 23 

proposed merger; providing that abandonment of a proposed merger requires 24 

the consent of certain members; making certain technical, stylistic, clarifying, 25 

and conforming changes; defining certain terms; and generally relating to 26 

limited liability companies.   27

 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 3 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 4

1–101. 6 

 

 (t) “Resident agent” means an individual residing in this State or a 7 

Maryland corporation OR LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANY whose name, address, and 8 

designation as a resident agent are filed or recorded with the Department in 9 

accordance with the provisions of this article. 10 

 

4A–101. 11 

 

 (a) In this title the following terms have the meanings indicated. 12 

 

 (b) “Articles of organization” means the articles of organization filed with the 13 

Department [for the purpose of forming a limited liability company] as specified in § 14 

4A–204 of this title and includes all amendments and restatements of them. 15 

 

 (c) “Authorized person” means any person, whether or not a member, who is 16 

authorized by the articles of organization, by an operating agreement, or [otherwise,] 17 

BY UNANIMOUS CONSENT OF THE MEMBERS AND ANY OTHER PERSON WHOSE 18 

CONSENT IS REQUIRED BY THE OPERATING AGREEMENT, to execute or file a 19 

document required or permitted to be executed or filed on behalf of a limited liability 20 

company or foreign limited liability company under this title, or to otherwise act as an 21 

agent of the limited liability company. 22 

 

 (d) “Bankrupt” means [bankrupt] A DEBTOR under the federal Bankruptcy 23 

Code as amended or [insolvent] A DEBTOR under any state insolvency act. 24 

 

 (e) “Capital contribution” means anything of value that a person contributes 25 

as capital to the limited liability company in that person’s capacity as a member, 26 

including cash, property, services rendered or a promissory note or other binding 27 

obligation to contribute cash or property or to perform services. 28 

 

 (f) “Capital [interest] CONTRIBUTION VALUE” means the fair market 29 

value, as of the date contributed, of a member’s capital contribution, whether or not 30 

returned to the member. 31 

 

 (g) “Corporation” means a Maryland corporation or a foreign corporation. 32 

 

 (h) “Court” includes every court having jurisdiction in the case. 33 
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 (I) “ECONOMIC INTEREST” MEANS A MEMBER’S SHARE OF THE 1 

PROFITS AND LOSSES OF A LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANY AND THE RIGHT TO 2 

RECEIVE DISTRIBUTIONS FROM A LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANY. 3 

 

 [(i)] (J) “Foreign limited liability company” means a limited liability 4 

company formed under the laws of a state other than [the] THIS State [of Maryland]. 5 

 

 [(j) “Interest” means a member’s share of the profits and losses of the limited 6 

liability company and the right to receive distributions from the limited liability 7 

company.] 8 

 

 (k) “Limited liability company” or “domestic limited liability company” 9 

means a permitted form of unincorporated business organization which is organized 10 

and existing under this title. 11 

 

 (l) “Limited partnership” means a Maryland limited partnership or foreign 12 

limited partnership as defined in § 10–101 of this article. 13 

 

 (m) [(1)] “Member” means a person [with an interest in] WHO HAS BEEN 14 

ADMITTED AS A MEMBER OF a limited liability company [with the rights and 15 

obligations specified] under § 4A–601 OF this title[. 16 

 

  (2) “Member” includes a person who has been admitted] OR as a 17 

member of a [limited liability company organized in the State or a] foreign limited 18 

liability company, AND WHO HAS NOT CEASED TO BE A MEMBER. 19 

 

 (N) “MEMBERSHIP INTEREST” MEANS A MEMBER’S ECONOMIC 20 

INTEREST AND NONECONOMIC INTEREST IN A LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANY. 21 

 

 (O) “NONECONOMIC INTEREST” MEANS ALL OF THE RIGHTS OF A 22 

MEMBER IN A LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANY OTHER THAN THE MEMBER’S 23 

ECONOMIC INTEREST, INCLUDING, UNLESS OTHERWISE AGREED, THE 24 

MEMBER’S RIGHT TO: 25 

 

  (1) INSPECT THE BOOKS AND RECORDS OF THE LIMITED 26 

LIABILITY COMPANY; 27 

 

  (2) PARTICIPATE IN THE MANAGEMENT OF AND VOTE ON 28 

MATTERS COMING BEFORE THE LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANY; AND 29 

 

  (3) ACT AS AN AGENT OF THE LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANY. 30 
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 [(n)] (P) “Operating agreement” means the agreement OF THE MEMBERS 1 

and any amendments thereto, [of the members] as to the affairs of a limited liability 2 

company and the conduct of its business. 3 

 

 [(o)] (Q) “Partnership” means a partnership formed under the laws of this 4 

State, any other state, or under the laws of a foreign country. 5 

 

 [(p)] (R) (1) “Professional service” has the meaning stated in § 5–101 of 6 

this article. 7 

 

  (2) “Professional service” includes a service provided by:  8 

 

   (i) An architect; 9 

 

   (ii) An attorney; 10 

 

   (iii) A certified public accountant; 11 

 

   (iv) A chiropractor; 12 

 

   (v) A dentist; 13 

 

   (vi) An osteopath; 14 

 

   (vii) A physician; 15 

 

   (viii) A podiatrist; 16 

 

   (ix) A professional engineer; 17 

 

   (x) A psychologist; 18 

 

   (xi) A licensed real estate broker, licensed associate real estate 19 

broker, or licensed real estate salesperson; or 20 

 

   (xii) A veterinarian. 21 

 

 [(q)] (S) “State” means a state, territory, or possession of the United States, the 22 

District of Columbia, or the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico. 23 

 

 (T) “UNLESS OTHERWISE AGREED” MEANS UNLESS OTHERWISE 24 

STATED: 25 

 

  (1) IN THE ARTICLES OF ORGANIZATION;  26 

 

  (2) IN THE OPERATING AGREEMENT; OR  27 
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  (3) BY UNANIMOUS CONSENT OF THE MEMBERS AND ANY OTHER 1 

PERSON WHOSE CONSENT IS REQUIRED BY THE OPERATING AGREEMENT.  2 

 

4A–102. 3 

 

 (a) Unless otherwise provided IN THIS TITLE, the policy of this title is to 4 

give the maximum effect to the principles of freedom of contract and to the 5 

enforceability of operating agreements. 6 

 

 (b) A provision of this title that may be changed by the terms of an operating 7 

agreement also may be changed by the terms of the articles of organization. 8 

 

4A–203. 9 

 

 Unless otherwise provided by law or [its articles of organization] UNLESS 10 

OTHERWISE AGREED, a limited liability company has the general powers, whether or 11 

not set forth in its articles of organization OR OPERATING AGREEMENT, to: 12 

 

  (1) Have perpetual existence, although existence may be limited to a 13 

specified period of time if the limitation is set forth in its articles of organization; 14 

 

  (2) Sue, be sued, complain, and defend in all courts; 15 

 

  (3) Transact its business, carry on its operations, and have and 16 

exercise the powers granted by this article in any state and in any foreign country; 17 

 

  (4) Make contracts and guarantees, incur liabilities, and borrow 18 

money; 19 

 

  (5) Sell, lease, exchange, transfer, convey, mortgage, pledge, and 20 

otherwise dispose of any of its assets; 21 

 

  (6) Acquire by purchase or in any other manner, take, receive, own, 22 

hold, improve, and otherwise deal with any interest in real or personal property, 23 

wherever located; 24 

 

  (7) Issue notes, bonds, and other obligations and secure any of them by 25 

mortgage or deed of trust or security interest of any or all of its assets; 26 

 

  (8) Purchase, take, receive, subscribe for or otherwise acquire, own, 27 

hold, vote, use, employ, sell, mortgage, loan, pledge, or otherwise dispose of and 28 

otherwise use and deal in and with stock or other interests in and obligations of other 29 

corporations, associations, general or limited partnerships, limited liability companies, 30 

foreign limited liability companies, business trusts, and individuals; 31 
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  (9) Invest its surplus funds, lend money in any manner which may be 1 

appropriate to enable it to carry on the operations or fulfill the purposes [set forth in 2 

its articles of organization] OF THE LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANY, and take and 3 

hold real property and personal property as security for the payment of funds so 4 

loaned or invested; 5 

 

  (10) Render professional services within or without this State; 6 

 

  (11) Elect or appoint agents and define their duties and fix their 7 

compensation; 8 

 

  (12) Sell, convey, mortgage, pledge, lease, exchange, transfer, and 9 

otherwise dispose of all or any part of its property and assets; 10 

 

  (13) Be a promoter, stockholder, partner, member, associate, or agent of 11 

any corporation, partnership, limited liability company, foreign limited liability 12 

company, joint venture, trust, or other enterprise; 13 

 

  (14) Indemnify and hold harmless any member, agent, or employee 14 

from and against any and all claims and demands, except in the case of action or 15 

failure to act by the member, agent, or employee which constitutes willful misconduct 16 

or recklessness, and subject to the standards and restrictions, if any, set forth in the 17 

articles of organization or operating agreement; 18 

 

  (15) Make and alter operating agreements, not inconsistent with its 19 

articles of organization or with the laws of [the] THIS State, for the administration 20 

and regulation of the affairs of the limited liability company; 21 

 

  (16) Cease its activities and dissolve; and 22 

 

  (17) Do every other act not inconsistent with law which is appropriate 23 

to promote and attain the purposes [set forth in its articles of organization] OF THE 24 

LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANY. 25 

 

4A–204. 26 

 

 (a) The articles of organization shall set forth: 27 

 

  (1) The name of the limited liability company; 28 

 

  (2) [The purpose for which the limited liability company is formed; 29 

 

  (3)] The address of its principal office in this State and the name and 30 

address of its resident agent; and 31

  [(4)] (3) Any other provision, not inconsistent with law, which the 1 

members elect to set out in the articles, including, but not limited to, a statement that 2 

the authority of members to act for the limited liability company solely by virtue of 3 

their being members is limited.

powers enumerated in this title. 6

 (a) The exclusive right to use a specified name for a domestic or foreign 14 

limited liability company may be reserved by: 15 

 

  (1) A person who intends to organize a domestic limited liability 16 

company; 17 

 

  (2) A domestic limited liability company that proposes to change its 18 

name; 19 

 

  (3) A foreign limited liability company that intends to register to do 20 

business in [the] THIS State [of Maryland]; or 21 

 

  (4) A foreign limited liability company registered to do business in 22 

[the] THIS State [of Maryland] that proposes to change its name. 23 

 

 (b) (1) A person may reserve a specified name by filing a signed 24 

application with the Department. 25 

 

  (2) If the Department finds that the name is available for use by a 26 

limited liability company, the Department shall reserve the name for 30 days for the 27 

exclusive use of the applicant. 28 

 

 (c) The exclusive right to use a reserved name may be transferred to another 29 

person by filing with the Department a notice of the transfer which specifies the name 30 

and address of the transferee and is signed by the applicant for whom the name was 31 

reserved. 32

 (a) Each limited liability company shall have: 2 

 

  (1) A principal office in [the] THIS State; and 3 

 

  (2) [At least 1] A resident agent [who shall be: 4 

 

   (i) A citizen of the State who resides in the State; 5 

 

   (ii) A Maryland corporation; or 6 

 

   (iii) A Maryland limited liability company]. 7 

 

 (c) (1) A resident agent who changes addresses in [the] THIS State may 8 

notify the Department of the change by filing for record with the Department a 9 

statement of the change signed by or on behalf of the resident agent. 10 

 

  (2) The statement shall include: 11 

 

   (i) The name of the limited liability company for which the 12 

change is effective; 13 

 

   (ii) The old and new addresses of the resident agent; and 14 

 

   (iii) The date on which the change is effective. 15 

 

  (3) If the old and new addresses of the resident agent are the same as 16 

the old and new addresses of the principal office of the limited liability company, the 17 

statement may include a change of address of the principal office if: 18 

 

   (i) The resident agent notifies the limited liability company in 19 

writing; and 20 

 

   (ii) The statement recites that notice has been sent. 21 

 

  (4) The change of address of the resident agent or principal office is 22 

effective when the Department accepts the statement for record. 23 

 

4A–211. 24 

 

 (a) A partnership may convert to a limited liability company by filing articles 25 

of organization that meet the requirements of § 4A–204 of this subtitle and include the 26 

following: 27 
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  (1) The name of the former general partnership or limited 1 

partnership; and 2 

 

  (2) The date of formation of the partnership and place of filing of the 3 

initial statement of partnership, if any, or certificate of limited partnership of the 4 

former general partnership or limited partnership. 5 

 

 (b) (1) The terms and conditions of a conversion of a general or limited 6 

partnership to a limited liability company shall be approved by the partners in the 7 

manner provided in the partnership’s partnership agreement for amendments to the 8 

partnership agreement or, if no such provision is made in a partnership agreement, by 9 

unanimous agreement of the partners. 10 

 

  (2) A CONVERSION MAY BE ABANDONED BY: 11 

 

   (I) A VOTE OF THE PARTNERS IN THE MANNER PROVIDED 12 

IN THE PARTNERSHIP’S PARTNERSHIP AGREEMENT FOR AMENDMENTS TO THE 13 

PARTNERSHIP AGREEMENT; OR 14 

 

   (II) UNANIMOUS AGREEMENT OF THE PARTNERS, IF NO 15 

SUCH PROVISION IS MADE IN THE PARTNERSHIP AGREEMENT.  16 

 

 (c) (1) A general partner of a limited partnership or a partner of a general 17 

partnership who becomes a member of a limited liability company as a result of the 18 

conversion remains liable as a general partner of a limited partnership or a partner of 19 

a general partnership for any obligation or liability of the partnership incurred or 20 

arising before the conversion takes effect, to the extent that the partner or general 21 

partner would have been obligated or liable if the conversion had not occurred. 22 

 

  (2) The partner’s or general partner’s liability for all obligations or 23 

liabilities of the limited liability company incurred or arising after the conversion 24 

takes effect is that of a member of a limited liability company, as provided in this title. 25 

 

4A–401. 26 

 

 (a) (1) Except as provided in paragraph (3) of this subsection or in the 27 

operating agreement, each member is an agent of the limited liability company for the 28 

purpose of its business. 29 

 

  (2) Except as provided in paragraph (3) of this subsection, the act of 30 

each member, including the execution in the name of the limited liability company of 31 

any instrument, for apparently carrying on in the usual way the business of the 32 

limited liability company of which the person is a member, binds the limited liability 33 

company, unless: 34 
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   (i) The member so acting has in fact no authority to act for the 1 

limited liability company in the particular matter; and 2 

 

   (ii) The person with whom the member is dealing has actual 3 

knowledge of the fact that the member has no such authority. 4 

 

  (3) If the articles of organization contain a statement that the 5 

authority of members to act for the limited liability company solely by virtue of their 6 

being members is limited: 7 

 

   (i) No member of the limited liability company is an agent of 8 

the limited liability company solely by virtue of being a member, and no member has 9 

authority to act for the limited liability company solely by virtue of being a member; 10 

and 11 

 

   (ii) Each person dealing with a member is presumed to have 12 

knowledge that the member has no authority to act for the limited liability company 13 

solely by virtue of being a member. 14 

 

 (b) Notwithstanding a [provision] STATEMENT in the articles of 15 

organization or THE operating agreement that the authority of a member to act for the 16 

limited liability company solely by virtue of being a member is limited, a person 17 

dealing with a member may establish: 18 

 

  (1) That the member is an agent of the limited liability company; or 19 

 

  (2) That the limited liability company should be estopped from 20 

denying that the member was its agent. 21 

 

 (c) Unless the act of a member is authorized by the limited liability 22 

company, the act of a member that is not apparently for the carrying on of the 23 

business of the limited liability company in the usual way does not bind the limited 24 

liability company. 25 

 

 [(d) Unless the members unanimously consent or unless all other members 26 

have abandoned the business, no member has authority to: 27 

 

  (1) Assign the property of the limited liability company in trust for 28 

creditors or on the assignee’s promise to pay the debts of the limited liability company; 29 

 

  (2) Dispose of the goodwill of the business; or 30 

 

  (3) Do any other act which would make it impossible to carry on the 31 

ordinary business of the limited liability company.] 32 

 

4A–402. 33 
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 (a) Except for the requirement set forth in § 4A–404 of this subtitle that 1 

certain consents be in writing, members may enter into an operating agreement to 2 

regulate or establish any aspect of the affairs of the limited liability company or the 3 

relations of its members, including provisions establishing: 4 

 

  (1) The manner in which the business and affairs of the limited 5 

liability company shall be managed, controlled, and operated, which may include the 6 

granting of exclusive authority to manage, control, and operate the limited liability 7 

company to persons who are not members; 8 

 

  (2) The manner in which the members will share the assets and 9 

earnings of the limited liability company; 10 

 

  (3) The rights of the members to assign all or a portion of their 11 

[interests in the limited liability company] MEMBERSHIP INTEREST; 12 

 

  (4) The circumstances in which [any assignee of a member’s interest] 13 

A PERSON may be admitted as a member of the limited liability company; 14 

 

  (5) (i) The right to have and a procedure for having a member’s 15 

MEMBERSHIP interest [in the limited liability company] evidenced by a certificate 16 

issued by the limited liability company, which may be issued in bearer form only if 17 

specifically allowed by the operating agreement; 18 

 

   (ii) The procedure for assignment, pledge, or transfer of any 19 

MEMBERSHIP interest represented by the certificate; and 20 

 

   (iii) Any other provisions dealing with the certificate; 21 

 

  (6) The method by which the operating agreement may from time to 22 

time be amended, which may include a requirement that an amendment be approved: 23 

 

   (i) By a person who is not a party to the operating agreement or 24 

who is not a member of the limited liability company; or 25 

 

   (ii) On the satisfaction of other conditions specified in the 26 

operating agreement; [and] 27 

 

  (7) The rights of any person, including a person who is not a party to 28 

the operating agreement or who is not a member of the limited liability company, to 29 

the extent set forth in the operating agreement; OR 30 

 

  (8) PROCEDURES RELATING TO: 31 

 

   (I) NOTICE OF THE TIME, PLACE, OR PURPOSE OF ANY 32 

MEETING AT WHICH ANY MATTER IS TO BE VOTED ON BY MEMBERS; 33 
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   (II) WAIVER OF NOTICE OF MEETINGS; 1 

 

   (III) ACTION BY CONSENT WITHOUT A MEETING; 2 

 

   (IV) THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A RECORD DATE; 3 

 

   (V) QUORUM REQUIREMENTS; 4 

 

   (VI) VOTING IN PERSON OR BY PROXY; 5 

 

   (VII) VOTING RIGHTS OF VARIOUS CLASSES OF MEMBERS; OR 6 

 

   (VIII) ANY OTHER MATTER WITH RESPECT TO THE EXERCISE 7 

OF VOTING RIGHTS BY MEMBERS. 8 

 

 (b) (1) The initial operating agreement shall be agreed to by all persons 9 

who are then members. 10 

 

  (2) Unless the articles of organization specifically require otherwise, 11 

the operating agreement need not be in writing. 12 

 

 (c) (1) If the operating agreement does not provide for the method by 13 

which the operating agreement may be amended, then all of the members must agree 14 

to any amendment of the operating agreement. 15 

 

  (2) To the extent that an operating agreement provides for the manner 16 

in which the operating agreement may be amended, the operating agreement may be 17 

amended only in that manner, provided that the approval of a person may be waived 18 

by the person and that conditions may be waived by a person for whose benefit the 19 

conditions were intended. 20 

 

  (3) (i) Except as provided in subparagraph (ii) of this paragraph, or 21 

unless [the operating agreement specifically requires] otherwise AGREED, an 22 

amendment to an operating agreement is not required to be in writing. 23 

 

   (ii) An amendment to an operating agreement must be 24 

evidenced by a writing signed by an authorized person of the limited liability company 25 

if: 26
